WATER RATES IMPROPERLY 
ASSESSED, 

-& DECISION BY THE COURT OF APPEALS 
OF GREAT INTEREST TO OWNERS OF 
PROPERTY IN BROOKLYN. 

The Court of Appeals handed down a de- 
elaion yesterday which will prove of interest to 
every property owner in Brooklyn, as it upsets 
sll the established ideas in regard to the sale of 
gnimproved lots for arrears of water rates. The 
suit upon which the decision is founded was 
prougnt by Mrs. Margaret Remsen against 
George 8. Wheeler and the eity of Brooklyn, in 
1882, Several vacant lots owned by Mra, Rem- 
gen had been sold for arrears of water rates, and 
bought in by Wheeler, ané the suit was brought 
to prevent the city from giving him a title to 
the property, Itwas decided against the plaint- 
if, who, in 1885, went to the Court of Appeals. 
Lhe decision was written by Justice Earl, Jus- 
tices Fitch and Andrews dissenting, and Justice 


Danforth refusing to vote. After reviewing all 
the details of the suit, and quoting the law au- 
thorizing water rates assessments, the opinion 
says; 


“ We are of opinion that the assessments for water 
rates wera invalid and that the sales under the samo 
were wholiy unauthorized and illegal. The lots of 
the plaintitis were vacant, and hence were assessable 
under thissection. As no use of water could be 
Made on vacant lots, it must have been intended that 
Whatever assessment was made upon them under 
this section was to be ppporusne’ according to 
the value of the lots or the benefits to them or the 
cost of bringing water to them respectively. It 
eannot be supposed that it was the legislative in- 
tent or the practical operation of the section that 
&® vacant Jet worth 1,000 should be assessed 

‘or water rates as much as one worth $100,000. 
niegs this section requires the assessment for 
water rates upon vacant lots to be imposed apd ap- 
ortioned according to values, benefits, or costs, it 
Boula not be justified asa scheme of taxation, and 
Would be obnoxious to censtitutional objections, 
Therefore, in reference to the imposition of these 
assessments, agin reference to t imposition of 
other assessments and taxes, the lot owners were 
entitled at some stage of the proceedings to a notice 
and opportunity to be heari; and unless the law 
gore them the right to notice and au epportunit 
be heard before the board which was authorize 
to impose the assessments, it was unconstitutional 
one void tor ine reasons stated in Stuart vs, Palmer, 

i aNe Daw ‘. 

“* Our attention has been called to no statute which 
required the Water Boara to give the lot owners any 
notice of the levying of these assessments or any 
opportunity to be heard in reference to them. No 

otice was in fact fiver. andthe assessments were 
herefore wholly illegal and void, and they did not 
become a lien upon the lots or a clond upon their 
title. While it may be unfortunate fer the city of 
Brooklyn to have its system for the imposition of 
pssessments for water rates upon vacant lots thus 
pondemned, it is better that it should be done before 

reater complications and more mischief may come 
from such illegal ass@ssments and void sales made 

or their enforcement. The rules laid down in 
Staart against Palmer are salutary and sent fet aed 
and for the protection of personal rights and private 
property must be enforced in all cases to which they 
are applicable.” 

Register of Arrears Cole refused to give his 
ideas upon the probable effect of this opinion. 
He did not think it would affect the titles to very 
much property, because few titles on such sales 
had been taken out. 

Corporation Counsel Jenks said the city stood 
in the position of a stakeholder, and this de- 
cision would i the payment of the money 
involved to either the plaintiff or the defendant 
in the suit. When the suit was heard originally, 
Corporation Counsel Taylor stood aside, as he 
said, to let Mrs, Remsen and Mr, Wheeler fight it 
out between themselves. This, Mr. Jenks 
thought, was wrong, and when the case comes 
up again on the new trial he will apply for 
permission to become a litigant, and on several 
new points will carry it back to Albany. “The 
only effect of the decision,” he said, **is to de- 
clare unconstitutional the law providing for the 
assessment of water rates upon vacant lots, Its 
unconstitutionality consists in the absence of 
any section providing for the representation of 
the property owner before the Board of Agsess-

A. P. Bates, the attorney for Mrs. Remsen, 
said: * This decision releases property owners 
from paying water rates on vacant lots. That 
was the point I made, and the court has decided 
thatIam right. But as the law relating to the 
water rates on vacant lots is the same one that 
relates to water rates on improved property this 
decision declares that all water rates whatsoever 
areillegal, and any payments that have been 
made are illegal,”

All the Republican members of the New- 
Hampshire Legislature voted for WILLIAM 
E. CHANDLER yesterday for United States 
Senator and elected him. Many voted for 
him much against their inclination, but 
they were bulldozed by dread of a split 
which would lead to defeat next year. 
His election is likely to lead to 
the same result, but members of the 
Legislature will not be held _ jindi- 


- vidually responsible, and none of them had 
. the courage to stand up to his convictions. 


CHANDLER’s corrupting intrigues are said 
not to have been confined to his own party. 
His greatest danger was acombination with 
the Democrats insupport of Marston, and 
the Democrats are said to have been held 
back from this by promises connected with 
the legislation of the session. There is no 
doubt that CHANDLER employed any means 
to effect his purpose that could be made 
available. 





The Corporation Counsel has given a 
‘ery positive and explicit opinion to the 
effect that the Rapid Transit Commission- 
ers have no power to lay out any routes for 
railways within the limits of a public park. 
The Board of Aldermen has adopted a reso- 
lution declaring that the use of any public 
park for railway purposes isan invasion of 
the rights of the people and distinctly pro- 
hibiting it. The President of the Manhat- 
tan Railway Company declares that he does 
not want the leop laid out in the Battery 
Park in connection with the extension of 
the company’s lines, but the commission 
insists upon it, and seems to be ready 
to shoulder the whole _ responsibility 
against a unanimous expression of public 
sentiment. The excuse given is that it 
affords the only means of compelling the 
elevated roads to carry passengers from the 
ferries on one side of the city to any part of 
their lines on the other side for one fare. 
What ought to be accomplished is the re- 
moval of all the elevated roads from the 
Battery Park and an arrangement by which 
these roads would run continuously around 
from one side of the city to the other, in- 
stead of converging to a point at South 
Ferry, so that trains which run down one 
side would go up the other and carry pas- 
sengers for a single fare from any point on 
the whole system toany other. This should 
be done without entering upon Battery 
Park at all. 








Itis impossible to commend too highly 
the noble conduct of the Political Commit- 
tes of the Union Leage Club of Chicago in 
“considering the present labor troubles 
with a view, if deemed feasible, of inaugu- 
rating amovement whose object should be 
to harmonize existing and imaginary dif- 
ferences between employer and employés.” 
The qualification about feasibility was put 
in by some extremely cautious member, 
and is really out of place. No man 
who wants to “inaugurate” a movement 
that will please the bosses, the Kuights, and 
the scabs, should allow himself to be dis- 
turbed by thoughts about feasibility, or 
recollections of the vulgar sayings current 
in the longitude of Chicago which refer to 
a possible difference between the several 
feasibilities of biting off and chewing. 
Mr. Purxy SmitrH boldly told the Political 
Committes that ‘“‘ the vital question of the 
day should be met and settled.” That is 
the way to talk. 


The current number of Harper's Weekly 
fontains the following as to the late WILL- 
JAM A. WHEELER: “His qualities were 
absolute simplicity of character and life, 
perfect uprightness and modesty, the truest 
public spirit, sound judgment, coolness, 
courage, and intelligent devotion to every 
trust, without a suspicion of illicit self- 
seeking.” Tho Weekly adds: ‘‘There was 
no Republican sincerer er more devoted. 
But when the party wanted a Senator it 
preferred Mr. Piatt.” There is every rea- 
bon to suppose that if the choice were open 
the party would still prefer Mr. Puatr. It 
has accepted him as a leader, and has con- 
sented to burden itself at his dictation with 
the disgrace of the Quarantine ring. When 
‘Mr. PLATT was preferred as Senator it was 
because he betterserved the actnal purposes 
of the party. He still serves them. This is 
$a hard saving for many respectable Repub- 


licans, but they are responsible for its being 
true. If they don’t like the verdict they 
must cease to justify it. 








Among writers for the American press 
there ‘is a growing tendency to make use, 
even in serious contentions, of illustra- 
tions borrowed from the purely aleatory 
pastime of draw poker. This practice lends 
neither force nor dignity to an argument, 
and we deprecate it; but we cannot severely 
censure our contemporary the Herald for 
employing the terminology of poker in 
describing the works and intentions of 
THOMAS C. Piatt, the new Republican 
leader. ‘‘Mr. BLAINE has departed,” says 
the Herald, ‘but his lieutenants are busily 
preparing for hisreturn. Mr. THOMAS PLATT 
is skillfully shuffling the cards—stocking 
them, perhaps—in New-York, in order to 
make the four aces which he hopes to hold 
look like a happy accident.” Between the 
forms and methods of this worldly game and 
the political doings of Mr. Piatt there 
is, we must confess, a singular anal- 
ogy, and there is ample warrant for 
our contemporary’s conjecture that Mr. 
PLATT may take unconstitutional liberties 
with the pack in reaching the ostensibly 
fortuitous results of the shuffle. That Mr. 
PLATT will also secure the four aces, with the 
commanding advantage which that implies, 
is not to be doubted. In fact, the other Re- 
publican contestants for the stakes seem to 
have “ passed out,” and the game is wholly 
in Mr. Piatr’s hands. 





The Hon. ORLANDO B. Potter contributes 
to the first number of the new quarterly, 
Cwics, a brief and very forcible article on 
““Governmental Power: Its Sources and 
Limitations.” He advances the proposition 
that the terms “general welfare” in the 
clause of the Constitution giving powers to 
Congress ‘‘are themselves clearly a limita~ 
tion upon the exercising of the taxing power 
by the Legislature. It cannot be contended 
that the Government of the United States 
has any power of taxation even for the 
maintenance and exercise of the clear pow- 
ers delegated to it except asthe general wel- 
fare of the country shall require.” It must 
be conceded that Mr. PotTER in public life 
has consistently upheld this interpretation 
of the Constitution, but if it were to be log- 
ically and practically applied the majority 
of his party in Congress must be condemned 
for failure to comply with the Constitution, 
and any earnest attempt to apply so severe 
a test to that party at the next National 
Convention, though it might ultimately 
purify and strengthen the party, would be- 
gin by disrupting it. 





More than five months have elapsed since 
the trial of five Professors of Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary for breach of trust, but the 
decision of the court (the Board of Visitors) 
has not yet been made public. The Pro- 
fessors do not know whether they are to re- 
main or to be dismissed. It is rumored, 
however, that two out of the three judges 
are of the opinion that the charges ef the 
complainants are sustained by the evidence. 
If the decision shall be adverse to the de- 
fendants the case will be taken to the 
Supreme Court of the State. A corre- 
spondent of the Boston Advertiser, writing 
from Andover, says: ‘‘How persistent 
have been the efforts to bias the minds of 
the Visitors may be judged from the state- 
ment of one of them that he kas received a 
multitude of letters written for the purpose 
of influencing his decision, and that in 
every instance these letters were written by 
the enemies of the new theology.” These 
writers must have curious ideas about the 
functions and dignity of a court, and of the 
propriety of approaching a Judge privately 
with arguments after a trial has been 
closed. Will these anxious gentlemen write 
similar letters to the Judges of the Supreme 
Court of Massachusetts after that court 
shall have heard the evidence in the case? 





AN UNFORTUNATE DECISION. 

In the exercise of his judicial wisdom and 
discretion Judge Brown, of the United 
States District Court, has decided that we 
must receive and support the human dregs 
of the Old World just as fast and to what- 
ever extent it may please the Governments 
of that hemisphere to send them to us. 
That is and must be the practical eifect 
of the decision rendered by him yes- 
terday releasing the assisted Irish immi- 
grants brought over by the City of Chester 
and detained by the Emigration Commis- 
sioners on the ground that they were likely 
to become a public charge. Itis a decision 
that will quadruple the labors of the Emi- 
gration Commissioners, while at the same 
time rendering those labors practically fu- 
tile. It will encourage every Government 
in Europe to send to America its helpless 
or undeserving poor, It will enable 
England to transfer to our shoulders 
the burden of pauperism due to her mis- 
rule in Ireland. It will enable Italy to 
send us monthly consignments of Neapolitan 
mendicants, and Russia, the South Slav 
States, and far Arabia will be free to im- 
prove their average of citizenship by lower- 
ing and polluting ours. 

Against this dirty flood we have now no 
real barrier. Consularinquiry at the port 
of departure and the inspection of the Emi- 
gration Commissioners here will sufiice at 
best to turn back perhaps 10 per cent, 
of those who are unable to make a 
living anywhere and are untit and 
unworthy to enjoy the privileges of 
citizenship in the United States. The 
sole resource which this decision leaves to 
the Commissioners in the case of penniless 
immigrants is to demand of them some 
form of assurance that they will be pro- 
vided for in this country, and these assur- 
ances are so readily obtainable from 
sympathetic but improvident friends 
of immigrants or are so easily counter- 
feited that this safeguard against pauper 
immigration is already known to be a 
flimsy sham. How are the Commissioners 
to determine the genuineness and validity 
of a promise of support purporting to have 
been sent from Iowa to anassisted emigrant 
in Ireland? And when thousands of such 
immigrants having such promises arrive 
at Castle Garden in a single day, what are 
the Commissioners to do but let them freely 
enter? Judge Brown’s decision makes an 
empty farce of the Castile Garden inspec- 
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tion, for we may be sure that the Poor Law 
Guardians who supply assisted emigrants 
with their passage tickets will see to it that 
they are furnished also with the required 
assurances “that they will not become a 
public charge.” 

There is no sort of doubt that Judge 
Brown’s decision is bad public policy. We 
think that it is also bad law. The Emigra- 
tion Commissioners are authorized by 
statute to refuse the privilege of landing to 
convicts, idiots, lunatics, and persons likely 
to become a charge upon the community. 
In rendering his decision Judge Brown 
made use of the following language: 


“The Commissioners must find their objec- 
tions under one of the four categories. If they 
find on a different question they go outside the 
statute. Itake it from the evidence that the 
board simply decided that they would 
not permit these people to land, and that 
they did this without finding that they 
were convicts, idiots, or lunatics, or that they 
were unable to take care of themselves. One 
Commissioner made an examination, but the 
board, a8 a board, did not arrive at a finding 
under the statute. I must decide that so far the 
Commissioners have not found facts to justify a 
refusal to land. The point that their fare was 
paid by the British Government is a serious one, 
but it strictly cannot be considered as an ele- 
ment here,” 


We are inclined to think that Judge 
BROWN gave insufficient attention to the 
nature and origin of the assisted emigration 
movement in Ireland. An assisted emigrant 
is a pauper—not constructively, butin fact. 
He has become a charge upon the com- 
munity of his residence to the oxtent 
of whatever outlay is required to get 
rid of him; and this outlay is made 
in order that he may not become a greater 
and a permanent charge. The assisted emi- 
grant is a person who has failed to ‘‘ get on” 
in his unfavoring environment in Ireland. 
Transported to a favoring environment in 
America, some of these persons may make 
a comfortable living. Most of them, 
we may be sure, will not, and the very 
device upon which under Judge Brown’s 
decision we must rely to exclude those 
likely to become a public charge, the 
promise of support, is an ayowal that these 
immigrants are to be a charge upon some 
one other than themselves. If this country 
were forty years younger, still sparsely set- 
tled, and 60 greatly in need of unskilled 
labor for its development as to assure a 
good living to anybody having a fair capaci- 
ty for work, this would be 4 much less seri- 
ous matter. But with so many warning 
signs as we have lately seen that the time 
has come for us to adopt a policy of rigid 
sifting and exclusion in respect to immigra- 
tion we are compelled to regard Judge 
Brown’s Gecision as nothing short of a 
public calamity. 





MR. CLEVELAND AND THE OFf- 
FICES. 


The President is just now the subject of 
much criticism by two opposite classes of 
critics for very different reasons. On the 
one hand, the Jeffersonian Democrats, as 
they like to call themselves, reflect with 
great severity on the fact that so many Re- 
publicans are holding office in this the 
third year of a Democratic Administration, 
and, on the other, the Republican partisans 
accuse him of having made very nearly the 
clean sweep which his hungry supporters 
have been so long urging upon him, It 
would be very easy to offset one lot of these 
criticisms against the other, and to take 
the ground that a President who had suc- 
ceeded in offending the partisans of both 
sides had done as nearly right as could 
be expected. ‘It would be quite natural 
and pardonable for the President himself 
to be content with this evidence of the gen- 
eral soundnessof his course and of the man- 
ner in whichit is regarded by publicopinion. 
But this mode of disposing of the matter, 
though it is easy and natural,is not satis- 
factory or just, and does not represent the 
standard of judgment that the President 
ought to apply to his action, and which we 
believe that he wishes loyally to apply. He 
may readily have offended the selfish office- 
mongers of both parties and still not have 
followed the course requisite to the com- 
pletest practicable improvement of the 
service, or, whatis of far greater importance, 
to that elevation of the politics of the 
country which he so earnestly seeks. 

Tt must be said, indeed, that he has done 
more than to disgust the extreme partisans 
of both parties. He has unquestionably 
satisfied general public opinion. He has 
done more than was expected or hoped by 
the people at large, and far more than any 
President for the last half century has 
even attempted. Whatever he has failed to 
do, or to whatever degree he has yielded to 
the old and bad political spirit, he has 
earned and would receive no popular criti- 
cism or distrust. So far as this matter 
should enter into the canvass next year, 
should Mr. CLEVELAND be a candidate for 
re-election, he would gain, and not lose, the 
votes of honestand impartial citizens. He 
would do this because, in the first place, 
there is no possibility that he would be op- 
posed by any candidate of whom the most 
zealous promoters of reform could expect 
any more firmness than he has shown, or 
nearly so much, and because, in the second 
place, Mr. CLEVELAND’s standard of con- 
duct has been higher than that of the gen- 
eral public in this matter. This certainly 
isa state of things of which neither Mr. 
CLEVELAND nor those who have supported 
him can have any occasion to be ashamed. 
Butitis not one with which either he or 
they ought necessarily to be satisfied. 

Without attaching too much importance 
to mere statistics, it must be conceded that 
about five-sixths of the Presidential Post 
Offices, about four-fifths of the fourth class 
Post Offices, two-thirds of the Consulates, and 
substantially all of the foreign missions, cus- 
toms, and internal revenue offices are now 
filled by Democrats. In the greater num- 
ber of these cases the offices were vacated 
by death, resignation, or the expiration of 
the term of office. In perhaps one-third the 
incumbents were removed. In other words, 
at the rate at which changes have been 
made practically the entire civil service 
will have passed from the hands of Repub- 
licans to those of Democrats, with the ex- 
ception of those offices subject to the civil 
service rules, and certain other very impor- 
This we regard as an 
unfortanate result, not because of the 
party character of removed or 


tant exceptions. 
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those appointed, but because, though 
the changes may not have been made for 
parcisan reasons, the choice of appointees 
has been determined by such reasons. To 
that extent—and it is a very sericus extent 
—the idea that employment in the subordi- 
nate public service is the legitimate reward 
of party zeal and can rightly be given for 
political purposes is sustained by the Presi- 
dent’s example. That is a bad idea, un- 
wholesome, unrepublican, undemocratic, 
and contains the seed of demoralization and 
corruption. It is the more to be regretted 
because the exceptions to which we have 
referred prove amply that the best service 
is to be had by abandoning completely this 
spoils idea, and because the great popular 
strength of the President further proves 
that he could have abandoned it with per- 
fect safety. We honor Mr. CLEVELAND for 
all that he has done in the right direction. 
We honor him still more for all that he has 
refused to doin the other direction under 
the incalculable pressure that he has had to 
resist. We regret that he has not seen his 
way to make a still more crushing cam- 
paign against the spoils idea and achieve 
a still greater and more enduring victory 
for reform.

THE SUBWAY BILL. 


The Governor gave a hearing yesterday 
on the bill ‘‘in relation to electrical conduct- 
tors in the city of New-York,” commonly 
known as the Subway bill. The principal 
argument against it was contained in the 
protest signed by the Mayor and the heads 
of the municipal departments. The sub- 
stantial basis for this was the failure to in- 
clude the Controller and Commissioner of 
Public Works as well as the Mayor in the 
Board of Commissioners of Electrical Sub- 
ways, andit proceeds largely upon the as- 
sumption that the members of the old com- 
mission will not act faithfully in the in- 
terest of the public. The Mayor and his 
“ Cabinet” have aright to complain of the 
way in which their recommendations and 
protests were treated by the Legislature, 
and it would have been much better if the 
city authorities had been accorded at least 
an equal voice in the control of the subway 
construction. But it isa serious question 
whether the whole work should be stopped 
because this was not done. 

The billisin every essential respect, ex- 
cept the omission of the Controller and 
Commissioner of Public Works from the 
commission, the same that was approved 
and agreed to by the Mayor, and that fact 
greatly weakens many of the points in this 
protest. If from a good bill it has become a 
bad one it must be only because the com- 
mission originally created by the Legislat- 
ure to construct the subways, even with 
the addition of the Mayor of the city, can- 
not be trusted to do the work. The Mayor 
and his advisers declare somewhat hastily 
that the old commission was created only 
to devise and make ready a system, and that 
it had no power to construct anything. Ti 
was only to study the problem and deter- 
mine upon aplan. This was certainly not 
the intent of the act of 1885, for it provided 
that the commission should not only devise 
but “‘make ready for use such a general 
plan” as would meet the requirements of 
the case, and “‘ compel all companies operat- 
ing electric wires to use such subway so pre- 
pared in accordance with the provisions of 
this act.” It was intended that the com- 
mission should have the subways con- 
structed and putinto use, This is perfectly 
plain from the provisions of the act. 

In carrying out its work the commission 
found it necessary to make a contract for 
the construction of the subways, and the 
first serious obstacle was encountered when 
a Judge decided that it had no authority to 
make such a contract. If this was true, the 
Legislature failed to give it sufficient power 
to do what it was distinctly directed 
todo. The main purpose of this new bill 
was to remedy that defect, and as ap- 
proved by the Mayor it confirmed the con- 
tract and authorized the commission to 
amend it or to make a new one if necessary. 
Its purpose was to enable the commission to 
go on and complete the work that had been 
begun and it gave a sufficient extension of 
time for the purpose. All provisions aside 
from that object are in favor of the city, in- 
cluding the right to acquire the whole sub- 
way system in ten years. The addition of 
the Mafor to the commission is certainly in 
the city’s interest, although it was not all 
that was asked for or all that ought to have 
been granted. ; 

The addition of the Mayor to the commis- 
sion will greatly strengthen it, and will be 
calculated to give it public confidence. We 
do not think becanse he will be in a minority 
he can do no good. It is not even fair to as- 
sume that he will necessarily be in a minor- 
ity. It may be quite possible for him and Mr. 
Moss and Mr. GIBBENS to actin substantial 
accord, and in any case he can exert great 
influence and exercise an important over- 
sight upon whatisdone. With himin the 
councils of the commission and taking an 
equal part in its proceedings it is certainly 
not likely to engage in jobbery or to betray 
the important interests intrusted to it. 

And whatisthe alternative ifthe bill is 
not signed? The work will be at anend, 
with no assurance of its resumption for an 
indefinite time. The city authorities can- 
not take it up asa public work. Aside 
from the question of expense, there are pat- 
ent rights involved with which they cannot 
properly deal. The difficulties and objec- 
tionsin the way of tho work being done 
directly by the city are well-nigh insuper- 
able. The present plan is the most feasible 
one, and there is no assurance that another 
Legislature would give the city authorities 
a fuller the

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fact that only the Mayor has been added to 
the commission. He is a §host in himself, 
and can do much to promote and protect 
the public interests. 
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Harvesters in the southern part of the 
Winter wheat region who were solicitous 
two or three days ago about the capacity of 
Chicago elevators, to which they desired to 
send their wheat, will now try to find a bet- 
ter market. The great ‘‘deal”’ appears to 
have collapsed. If the enormous losses 
caused yesterday by a fall of 18 cents a 
bushel in the price of wheat for June de- 
livery and of about 10 cents in the price of 
the July option shall be borne by the mys- 
terious band of speculators who have been 
rigging the market for the last four months, 
prices may remain at the level to which 
they have dropped. But if the syndicate 
has unloaded upon outsiders whom it drew 
into the deal the corner may be repeated on 
the options of following months. 

The operations of the syndicate were 
favored by a revival of prosperity in the 
country and by the well known fact that 
foreigners were taking our wheat at the 
rate of 150,000,000 bushels a year. They 
were also favored by a rise in the value of 
railroad securities and real estate. There 
have been all kinds of “booms” in the 
air. Still, to a calm observer the size 
of our last crop and the promise 
of another large crop this year did 
not warrant a belief that the price of wheat 
could be permanently advanced to the fig- 
ures promised by sanguine speculators. The 
conspirators first undertook to control the 
market for wheat to be delivered in May, 
hoping that a war in Europe would help 
them. Keports differ as to the result 
of the May deal. At one time the 
ring was said to hold 39,000,000 bush- 
els. Probably the speculators took more 
or less profit, although international 
complications abroad did not come to their 
aid. Then their operations were trans- 
ferred to the market for June wheat. They 
succeeded in raising the price of the June 
option from 83 to 95 cents. While wheat 
for June was selling at 92 cents the price of 
wheat to be delivered in July was only 82 
cents. When the market is notin the hands 
of aring the price of the later month 
should be higher than that of the 
earlier. In this case a corner in the 
earlier month caused an unnatural premium 
of 10 cents a bushel to be exacted. The ex, 
traordinary’ price of June wheat began to 
attract the staple to Chicago from all parts 
of the Spring wheat belt. The elevators 
were soon crowded. New elevators were 
opened. Hundreds of cars stood on the tracks 
in that city filled with wheat for which 
storage room could not be found. Producers 
were anxious to sell at the ring’s prices 
and “ bear” speculators aided them in bring- 
ing forward their supplies. At the same 
time it became known that the growing 
crop was in goodcondition. It appears that 
the conspirators staggered under the load 
which they had undertaken to carry. When 
the time came for giving up the fight 
they treachcrously abandoned their buying 
agents. Some of these agents failed and 
the deal collapsed. In Chicago the price of 
June wheat fell in 24 hours from 92 to 731s 
cents, and that of July from 84 to 74 cents, 
with the usual accompaniment of failures 
in the brokerage business. 

It was such manipulation of the wheat 
market as this that directed the attention 
of Great Britain to the agricultural re- 
sources of India and brought the wheat of 
that country into competition with our 
own supply. This latest deal has affected 
the export trade, especially the trade in 
flour. Fictitious prices in Chicago, Minne- 
apolis, and San Francisco have closed sey- 
eral large flour mills. But the secrecy 
with which the ring has done its 
work furnishes some evidence that cor- 
nering this great staple has become 
an unpopular industry. To this day the 
capitalists who have rigged the market are 
not positively known. It is asserted that 
the operators on the Pacific slope are the 
millionaires who control the Nevada Bank, 
and who carried through the last great and 
disastrous deal in mining shares. There 
are indications that on this side of the 
Rocky Mountains there was a combination 
for which the beneficiaries of the Stand- 
ard Oil Trust supplicd the sinews of 
war. A very largesum was needed—probably 
$15,000,000 in cash or its equivalent—and 
the advance in the prices of a staple article 
of food which everybody buys shows once 
more how great accumulations of capital in 
the hands of a few persons can be used to 
the disadvantage not only of consumers 
throughout the country, but also to the in- 
jury of our trade with other nations. It is 
to be hoped that the members of this ring 
will be exposed, so that they shall feel the 
weight of public condemnation. 





In the official schedule made out for the 
division of the new militia appropriation 
among the States and Territories Missouri 
stands fifth, only New-York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, and Illinois receiving larger amounts. 
Yet only one of Missouri’s regiments, we 
believe, is now left in the service of the 
State, the remainder having been dis- 
banded. The explanation of this apparent 
discrepancy is that the estimates of num- 
bers on which the distribution of the Fed- 
eral appropriation for the approaching 
fiscal year is based were sent to the War 
Department by the Adjutant-Generals of 
the States before the recent break-up of the 
Missouri forces took place. The suggestion 
occurs that hereafter, under the new law, 
which doubles the amount to be annually 
distributed among the States for arms and 
equipments and looks for its basis to the 
ratio subsisting between the organized and 
uniformed militia of a State and its total 
arms-bearing population, the returns made 
to the War Department will be carefally 
scrutinized. Under the old practice these 
returns were sometimes years behindhand. 
South Carolina and Florida, for example, 
were at one period credited year after year 
with a very remarkable strength of uni- 
formed militia, due apparently to forces 


serving in times of political excitement.

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JUST WHAT OHANDLER DID. 





The New-York Sun, after three days of 


hard labor, has finally produced a curious 
reply to Tue Tres’s comments upon Mr. 
William E. Chandler's connection with the 
election of 1876. The best answer to its 
series of misrepresentations will be found in 
the following statement of what did actu- 


ally occur at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel on the 


morning of Nov. 8 of that year. 


As stated on Saturday last in Tue Trwes, 
a gentleman entered the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel at the MTwenty-third-street door 
about 6:30 o’clock in the morning, 
possibly a little before that hour. He 
went at once to the rooms of the National 
Committee and found them occupied only 
by a number of servants of the hotel who 
were engaged in cleaning and setting the 
rooms torights. He was informed that 
everybody had gone home or to bed a couple 
of hours before. Heleftthe room and started 


for the clerk’s desk to ascertain the number 
of Mr. Zachariah Chandler’s room. While 
opening the first door in the direction of the 
reading room on his way to the office of the 
hotel he came in collision with a small man, 
wearing an immense pair of goggles, his 
hat drawn down over his ears, a great- 
coat with a heavy military cloak, and 
carrying a gripsack and a newspaper in 
his hand. The newspaper was. the 
New-York Tribune. The gentleman did 
not recognize the stranger, but the 
stranger recognized the gentleman imme- 
diately. The stranger cried out, “ Why, Mr. 
Blank, is that you?” The gentleman knew 
the voice, and said, “‘Isthat you, Mr. Chand- 
ler?” He answered, ‘‘Yes, I have just ar- 
rived from New-Hampshire by train. D—n 
the men who brought this disaster upon the 
Republican Party.” The gentleman replied: 
“The Republican Party has sustained no 
disaster. If you will only keep your heads 
up here there is no question of the election 
of President Hayes. He has been fairly and 
honestly elected.” 

Chandler replied: “ Look at this paper.” 
The answer was that the paper had not the 
news, and the gentleman began to give Mr. 
Chandler an idea of the situation, when 
Chandler interrupted him, saying: “‘ I have 
just got the key to my room; come up 
stairs.” Upon entering the room Mr.Chand- 
ler placed his gripsack in the corner, took 
off his overcoat, sat down in a chair—the 
gentleman taking the only other one in the 
room—and Chandler said: “Now go 
ahead.” The visitor went over the ground 
carefully, State by State, from Maine to 
Oregon, counting the Electoral vote in 
each State and showing the vote as it was 
finally counted for Hayes and Tilden. After 
he bad finished, William E. Chandler said: 

“Well, what do you think should be 
done?” The gentleman replied: 

“Telegraph immediately to leading Re- 
publicans, men in authority, in South Car- 
olina, Florida, Louisiana, California, Ore 
gon, and Nevada.” Mr. Chandler made no 
direct reply to this proposition, but said: 

‘We must go and see Zach.” The gen- 
tleman said: 

“Do you know the number of his room?” 
William E. Chandler replied: 

“Yes, I know where it is,” to which the 
gentloman answered: 

“Tf you don’t know exactly, ’'d better go 
to the office and get the number; I was 
going there when I met you.” Chandler 
said: ‘‘ No, I know where it is,” and led the 
way around to the Twenty-fourth-street 
side of the hotel. After proceeding a short 
distance down the corridor he looked up 
at the number over a door and said: 
“This is Chandler’s room.” Then he 
began to knock and kick at the 
door. The noise at once awakened the 
inmate, and there proceeded from the room 
aseries of shrill screams and shrieks, fol- 
lowed by an affrighted female voice crying 
out, ‘‘ What do you want? Go away;’ma 
lone woman.” Chandler immediately darted 
down the corridor. The gentleman said: 
“ See here, if you don’t know the number of 
the room, we'd better go immediately down 
to the office and get it; we don’t want any- 
thing more of this kind.” Chandler in- 
sisted that he would be right the next 
time, however, and walking still further 
down the corridor he selected a room about 
four doors below the first one he had at- 
tacked. ‘The response to his knock was im- 
mediate and not uncertain. There were no 
screams in this case, but the inmate shouted 
in angry tones, “Get out; ’malady; why 
do you disturb moe at this hour? Go right 
away or I will call the servants.” Chand- 
ler then remarked, “I guess I'll have 
to go down to the office.” Whereupon 
he darted down stairs, ascertained the 
number of Zachariah Chandler’s room, 
which was between those of the two ladies 
whom he had thus unceremoniously aroused, 
and he began kicking and knocking at the 
door, of the right room in this case, and did 
so for a little time without effect. The 
gentleman then joined with him in thump- 
ing and kicking the door, remark- 
ing, “We'll wake up the whole house 
and will have the police down onus if we 
don’t look out,” when in a moment came the 
well recognized voice from the inside, 
‘* Who’s there?” to which William E, Chand- 
ler replied, “It’s me, Chandler; open the 
door, quick.” The door was shortly opened, 
and Mr. Zachariah Chandler was discov- 
ered standing in his night dress, Mr. 
William E. Chandler then said, closing 
the door: “Here is a gentleman who 
has more news than you have, and he has 
some suggestions tomake.” Towhich Zach 
Chandler replied: “Yes. 1 know him. 
Whatisit?” With this he seated himself 
on the edge of his bed. William E. Chand- 
ler then said: ‘‘The gentleman will tell 
you the story himself. He understands the 
case better than I do.” 

The gentleman then went over the details 
of the election, and added the recommenda- 
tions he had made to William EF. Chandler. 

The Chairman of the National Committee 
2id down and said, ‘‘ Very well, go abead 
and do what you think necessary.” The 
two visitors left the room and went to the 
telegraph office in the hotel. It was just 
five minutes before seven by the hotel clock 
when they arrived there. The telegraph of- 
fice was not open, and they were informed 
that it would not be open until 8, possihly 
later. The two men stood by the receiver's 
shelf at the little telegraph inclosure, Chand- 
ler with his back to the door opening toward 
the ~wenty-third-street entrance. The 
other gentleman faced Chandler, leaning on 
the shelf, with his back to the door lead- 
ing into the great hall of the hotel. The 
only other persons in the room were a few 
seryants, and a clerk in the news stand. 
The gentleman said, “Dll have to take 
these messages to the main office of the 
Western Union.” Chandler called a servant 
and directed him to have a carriage brought 
to the Twenty-third-sireet entrance. Then

Mr. Chandler took the dispatch in short 
hand, as dictated. The genfleman then pro- 
posed to send a similar dispatch to 8, B. 
Conover, of Florida. Mr. William E. Chand- 
ler immediately objected, saying that Con- 
over was a8 much of a Democrat as he was 
a Republican, and would probably show the 
dispatch tothe Democrats as early as he 
would to any Republicans in town. At any 
rate the Democrats would get it first. The 
gentleman remarked: ‘ 

“ Have you any other Proposition to make, 
or have you any one in your mind whom it 
would be safer or better to address?’ Mr. 
William E. Chandler scratched his ear 
with his pencil, and after a moment’s con- 
sideration said he had not. The gentleman 
then said it was imperative that some one 
should be woke up down there, and if Mr 
Chandler could think of no one else it isis 
essential to telegraph to Conover. Mr. 
Chandler hesitated for an instant, and said, 
“Well, I suppose we must; something has 
to be done.”

The gentleman then asked, “To whom 
shall we send in Oregon?” Mr. Chandler 
said, “ John H. Mitchell.” The Oregon dis- 
patch was then dictated: 

To John H. Mitchell, Portland, Oregon: 

Without Oregon Hayes defeated. Don’t be de- 
frauded. Hasten returns. Answer. 

The gentleman suggested that George C. 
Gorham, of San Francisco, was the proper 
man to receive a telegram. Chandler at 
once assented. Then the gentleman sug- 
gested that probably he might be able to do 
something with Nevada and Oregon, and 
a dispatch something as follows was pre- 
pared: 


Nov. 7. 
To George C. Gorham, San Francizeo, Cal. : 

The Presidential election depends on our having 
both Nevada and Oregon, which are reported for 
Hayes. Telegraph both those States immediately. 
Watch them and burry up results. Answer imms 
mediately. 

. E. CHANDLER, Fifth-Avenne Hotel. 


Chandler says in his testimony before 
the Potter committee that he found the 
Gorham dispatch among some papers. This 
happened in this way: After the dispatch 
had been written some verbal changes in it 
were suggested. Mr. Chandler found some 
trouble in making them on the telegraph 
blank, and the gentleman who dictated the 
dispatch remarked, ‘‘ You’d better write 
that dispatch over again, you’ll save time.” 
Chandler did so, and the original dispatch 
got into his pocket with the rest of his 
papers. 

William E. Chandler signed with his own 
name the dispatches to Oregon and to Gor- 
ham, of San Francisco. To the dispatches 
sent to Conover, Packard, and Chamberlain 
the narrator’s recollection is he signed 
the name of Zachariah Chandler. William 
E. Chandler at once took telegraph blanks 
and wrote from his stenographic notes the 
five dispatches above printed, the gentle 
man standing by him taking every dispatch 
as he finished 16 and carefully reading it. 
When the last dispatch was transcribed 
Chandler handed it over to the gentleman 
and said: “‘ Are they allright?’ He waa 
informed that they were. Chandler imme- 
diately started to open the door from the 
reading room to the T wenty-third-street en- 
trance that the gentleman might make a 
hasty exit, but Chandler made a bunglmg job 
of it; finally the two reached the outer 
door. The gentleman jumped into the car- 
riage there waiting and told the driver to 
get to the main office of the Western Union 
with all possible speed. Probably the 
quickest time ever made by a carriage from 
the Fifth-Avenne Hotel to the Western 
Union was made that morning. Arriving 
at the Western Union oftice the gen- 
tleman went toe the receivers desk 
and handed in the dispatches. The re- 
ceiver, who knew the gentleman very well, 
said ‘‘Good morning.” The gentlemansaid: 
**Get these dispatches offas quickly as possi- 
ble and charge the Republican National 
Committee.” The receiver replied: “The 
National Committee has no account here 
and we can’t doit. Why not charge them 
to THE New-YorK Tres account?” The 
gentleman replied ‘All right,” and the re- 
ceiver immediately handed them back te 
him to be countersigned. This was prompt- 
ly done, the gentleman returned to his car- 
riage, and was driven back to the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel. There was still nobody stir- 
ing connected with the National Commit- 
tee. 

And now a few extracts, which the Sun 
failed to discover in the Potter Committee’s 
report, are pertinent. First in regard to 
the telegram to George C. Gorham in San 
Francisco, Mr. Chandler testified. 

“ I founa among those papers this copy of a tele- 
gram which I sent from the Fifth-Avenue Hotel. 
I think before daylight on the morning of Nov. 8. 
It bears date of ths 7th of November, but it was 
really written and sent on the morning of the 8th.” 

Immediately after this comes the follow- 
ing sentence, bear in mind, from William E. 
Chandler’s testimony before the Potter com- 
mittee: 

“ The remaining copies are in shorthand, and I will 
read them.” 

If these messages were not dictated to Mr. 
William E. Chandler why should he have 
written them in shorthand? When time 
was so precious is it to be believed thal 
William E. Chandler wrote his own mes 
sages first inshorthand and then transcribe¢ 
them? Further down on the same page 
(526) of the testimony occurs the following: 

“This paper (handing to the Chairman a paper 
from which he had read] is worn from carrying it 
in the pocket. 

“The Chairman—Who made these stenographic 
marks? 

“ The Witness—Those are my own. I learned to 
write shorthand many years ago.” 

It is perfectly clear from this (Chandler’s 
own testimony) that these messages were 
dictated to Chandler by another person. 
They were so dictated exactly as described 
in the foregoing narrative. Tur NEW-

William E. Chandler to Florida. The gen- 
tleman thought it would. Mr. William E. 
Chandler left for Florida on the following 
day at 6 P.M. Mr. William E. Chandler 
therefore did not initiate the idea of going 
to Florida. The truth is that Zachariah 
Chandler wished to send to Floridaa gentle- 
man who had been formerly a private sec- 
retary to William H. Seward, but the per- 
RON Was not at hand and could not be 
reached in time. William E. Chandler for 
this important mission was a second choice. 

The whole scheme of sending what were 
afterward called “visiting statesmen” to 
the doubtful States originated in the brain 
of Zachariah Chandler, not William E. 
Chandler. 

If the New-York Sun and Mr. William E. 
Chandler can find any comfort in the fore- 
going plain narration of facts they are en- 
tirely welcome to it.

THE HALE STATUE UNVEILED. 
HARTFORD, Conn., June 14.—The statue 
>of Nathan Hale made by authority of the State 
pf Connecticut to be placed in the Capitol was 
this afternoon formally delivered by the com- 
rission to the State. It is the work of Car) Ger- 


bardt, of Hartford, and is a bronze figure of 
heroic size. Hale 1s represented as standing

The comuiission which had in charge the 
selection of a design is composed of Gov.

It 
was specially designed by the commission that 
the unveiling of the statue should be without ex- 
pense, and they arranged a@ simple ceremony 
that proved impressive and interesting to ail 
who attended. Among these were Mayor Bulk- 
ley, representing the city, and Postmaster Cha- 
pin, representing the United States Government. 
At 2 o’clock prayer was offered by the Rev. 
Joseph H, Twitchell, foliowed by an address by 
Charlies Dudley Warner presenting the statue to 
the State. The address of reception on the part 
of the State was made by Gov. Lounsbury, who 
spoke briefiy and suitably. The veil was then 
withdrawn and the audience was given a chance 
to inspect the statue. The ceremony as a whole 
W@S in admirable taste and was hichly effective. 





HEARD BY THE GOVERNOR 


DISOUSSING THE MERITS OF 
NEW-YORK CI TY BILLS. 
THE BLOCK SYSTEM, THE BICYCLE BILL, 
AND THE SUBWAY MEASURE ARGUED 

IN ONE AFTERNOON. 

ALBANY, June 14.—The hearing on the 
Subway bill brought together before the Govern- 
or to-day a large number of lawyers and lay- 
men on both sides. John E. Develin presented 
to the Governor a protest against his signing it 
on behalf of the County Democracy, and Deputy 
Register James J. Morton left a similar protest 
on the Governor's table signed by the leaders of 
the Tammany organization. Again, as the rep- 
resentative of the city, it fell to the lot of As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Scott to make speed 
in opposition to the measure under considera- 
tion. Mr. Scott briefly reviewed its history 
and showed how, after the company that 
is constructing the subway the Mayor 
and the Subway Commissioners had all agreed 
that the Mayor, the Controller, and the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works should be added to the 
Subway Commission, the Legislature suddenly 
dropped the Controller and the Commissioner of 
Public Works. This was a performance which 
had aroused criticism, because it was a breach 
of good faith. Mr. Scott submitted a protest 
against the bill signed by the head of every de- 


artment of the New-York City Government. 

© added that it was an insult to Mayor Hewitt 
to place him on a commission where he would be 
in a minority, respectable to be sure, but where 
he would gegaerrese rd be impotent. The city au- 
thorities, he reminded the Governor, could go on 
and complete the work of the Subway Commias- 
sioners a8 soon as the term of the latter expired. 
The city could assume the work just as it does 
the work of laying sewers aud sidewalks. 

The memorial signed by the Mayor and the 
heads of the city departments quoted the ap- 
peal made to the Legislature last April, in which 
they held that the city approved the placing of 
the wires under ground, but that for the accom- 
plishment of this object there was not then, and 
never had been, any necessity for the formation 
of a commission, as the city authorities were 
perfectly competent to attend to the work if 
vested with the proper authority. The commis- 
sion was characterized as a useless and expen- 
sive obstruction to the work, but as a compro- 
mise measure it was suggested that the commis- 
sion’s time be extended for two years beyond 
the expiration of their present term of office, on 
the understanding that the city should have 
three representatives upon the board, thus se- 
curing the power of veto. They protested 
against the commission’s insisting upon an addi- 
tional year of existence, and then proposed to 
omit the names of two of the three public officers 
proposed to be added to the commission. 

This appeal, the memorial set forth, was disre- 
garded and the bill passed, not onlv with two of the 
three city officers stricken from the commission, 
but with the termsof the old commission extended 
for three instead of two years. a change which 
caused the bill to be repudiated by its introducer 
and vigorously combatted by himself and the entire 
New-York delegation. The bill was in June, by 
resolution of the Mayor and heads of departments, 
unanimously disapproved, and the Governor 
was requested to withold his signature from it. 
In form as introduced the bill would have 
protected the interests of the city and the electrical 
companies. The act of 1884 gave the city authori- 
ties the power to compel the companies to bury 
their wires should they fail to do so, but the com- 
inission was appointed before the city had an oppor- 
tunity to act. It was appointed early in 1885, bunt 
up to the present time had done nothing toward 
effecting its purpose, except to cause to be laid a 
couple of miles of experimental subway. It had, 
indeed, undertaken to enter into a contract with a 
80-called construction company, but that contract 
had been judicially declared to be invalid and all 
work had stopped since then. 

The act so greatly enlarged the powers of the com- 
mission that they would possess absolute and un- 
restrained power over every company, individual, or 
corporation using electrical conductors in this city 
—a power which should properly be inVested in a 
commission of which at least one-half were city 
officers, and not in a commission fappginted by a 
Legislature over whom no city authority had either 
jurisdiction or control. The subject of burying 
wires “was one of peculiarly local interest 
whose evils and perils afiect only the 
city and. its inhabitants, and it was only 
reasonable that the remedy should be in- 
trusted to the local authorities directly responsible. 
The Legislature might with more reason appoint a 
cormission to clean the city’s streets than the one 
under consideration. The proposal to give power to 
the commission to grant permits for the continu. 
ance, construction, and maintenance of electrical 
conductors above ground was characterized as a 
wise and valuable provision so long as the commis- 
Sion was composed as originally agreed upon, but a 
very dangerous power to confide to an irresponsible 
body, such as the commission proposed in the bill. 

Thej memorial statedj that fhe argument that de- 
lay would be caused if the bill were not signed was 
not a good one, and held that only to a mixed com- 
Mission, such as was originally framed, could the 
great powers mentioned be safely intrusted. The act 
of 1885 provided for the appointment of acommission 
to study the subject and to devise and make ready a 
system for placing the wires under ground. No pow- 
er was 4 ppone to construct anything or to put any 
system in operation, and if the commission had done 
this they had done all they were appointed to do, so 
that there was no reason tor their continuance in 
office. The question now was, who shall contro} and 
supervise the actual work ot constructing the sub- 
ways and placing the wires therein, and this, the 
memorial held, was a great public work which should 
be vested iu the officers of the city. 

John R. Dos Passos, representing one of the 
coinpanies that failed to make a connection with 
the contract for the subway granted by the Sub- 
way Commission, argued against the constitu- 
tionality of the bill, claiming that it allowed a 
private gorporation—that is to say, the company 
which will build and contro) the subway—the 
right to levy a tax on all companies which here- 
after._may seek entry to the subway with their 
wires. Bourke Cockran, among other objections, 
offered one against the phraseology of the bill, 
claiming that it was not sufficiently explicit to 
enable the city to acquire control of the subway. 

The Governor said he thought the city could 
enforce its right to possession, the disputed 
word ‘‘may,” in his opinion, answering every 
purpose. in the coloquy between the Governor 
and the persistent lawyer the Governor indi- 
cated that the point in his mind was whether 
the work of burying the wires ought to be 
stopved, asit wiil be if he withholds his signa- 
ture. Mr. Cockran talked very plainly about 
the “corruption” which he said was behind the 
whole subway scheme, and referred to Maurice 
J. Flynnin terms which clearly indicated that 
he would not leave a pocketbook in the vicinity 
ofthat gentleman under any circumstances. Mr. 
Cockran, in his references to Mr. Flynn, looked 
straight at Claims Commissioner William L. 
Muller, who sat in the chamber listening to the 
argument. Mr. Muller is generally credited 
with possessing a large fund of information 
about the subterranean processes of subway 
construction and manipulation. 

Francis Lynde Stetson appeared for the West- 
inghouse Electric Light Company, which, like 
other companies, #® said, wanted nothing more 
than the right to introduce’ their business. This 
they could not do so long as this whole subject 
of buying the wires was unsettled. He regretted 
that two of the city officers had been dropped 
from the bill, but so far as the composition of 
the commission was concerned it was a matter 
of detail. 

Senator Daily, who came from New-York with 
Senator Dunham to favor the bill, made one of 
his best arguments. It would, he claimed, be a 
great misiortune to allow the work of buy- 
ing the wires to be interrupted at this time. 
It has been a heavy undertaking, and one 
requiring 10 years of work to get any legislation 
at all on this subject. He had been interested in 
this subject for years, and he feared that the 
work of all those years would gofor naught if 
the Governor allowed the present commission to 
die. He feared that it meant an indefinite post- 
ponement of all work of this character. 

Counselor Lauterbach,in behalf of his con- 
struction company, urged the Governor to sign 
the bill. He denied the imputations of Mr. Cock- 
ran in toto. 

“What did you have todowith getting the 
names of the Commissioner of Public Works and 
the Controller dropped?” asked the Governor. 

Mr. Lauterbach cailed upon Mr. Scott to wit- 
ness thatin all his arguments before the legis- 
lative committees he had never asked or urged 
the dropping of these two names. Mr. Scott 
nodded in the afiirmative. Mr. Lauterbach 
added that he had never done anything, directly 
or indirectly, in the matter. In concluding, he 
expressed great surprise that Tammany and the 
County Democracy should be so much interested 

as to send representatives to Albany. He could 
not understand it. 

“I will tell you,” shouted Mr. Cockran. ‘A 
year ago Tammany was accused of having been 
interested in dropping these samé two public 
officers from a certain commission. She had 
nothing to do with it. She sends a protest 
against any repetition of such acta.” 

Mr, Cockran referred tothe Aqueduct Com- 
mission, and he looked straight at Gov. Hill as 
he uttered his words. The time of the hearing 
was up any way,and the Governor endeavored 
to close the subject, but Mr. Cockran insisted on 
having the last word and in telling the Gov- 
ernor that he could not afford to sign a bill 
which had so much sentiment against it. The 
Governor gathered up his papers and prepared 
to leave the chamber; otherwise Mr. Cockran 
might have talked on for 10 minutes longer in 
the same hold manner. The Governor never 
likes to hear the Aqueduct Commission dis- 
cussed. He realized on this occasion, no doubt, 
that Mr. Cockran could, and perhaps might, 
utter some very unpleasant truths about the 
Governor’s deal and the part played init by his 
friend, Commissioner Muller. 

Not a National Guardsman was in sight when 
the bour arrived this afternoon for a hearing 
upon the billto allow the peaceful militia to 
parade in Central Park. Gov. Hill smiled, and 
summouing a clerk directed him to deposit his 
bills in the dead heap. The guardsmen feel, no 
doubt, much as the bicyclers do, who later on 
swarmed into the Executive Chamber, that 
Central Park ought to be preserved in a glass 
casc. 








THE BICYCLE BILL. 

The wheelmen were represented by I. B. Pot 
ter, of New-York, and Charles D. Pratt, of Bos 
ton, both of whom eloquently urged the Gover 
nor to sign the BRicycle bill before him. They 
said there were 2.500 wheelmen in New-York 
who were hanging breathlessly upon the fate of 
this bill. If it became a law, then they could 
roll throuch Central Park with the same free- 
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dom as the cocupant of wheeled vehicles gener- 
ally. The prohibition against them was based, 
they clai.ned, as much on prejudice as anything. 
Mr. Pratt cited ancient history to show what 
difficultics were encountered 250 years ago by 
owners of carriages in securing recognition 
and rights on the highway ot Bonnie England. 
In vpposition to the bill were Park Commissioner 
Crimmins, who unrolled a protest said to have 
been signed by 7,000 persons who own their 
carriages, move in the upper world, and roil 
through the Park behind their bays and blaokxs. 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Scotr, after stat- 
ing that the city authorities are opposed to the 
bill, argued that its provisions rob the Park 
Commissioners cf all power of restraint over the 
Park, and are a clear violation of that principle 
of home rule for which the Governor had so 
stoutly contended. If itbecame a lawthen baby 
carriages, junk carts,and wheelbarrows, which 
are also moved by ‘‘manual or pedal force,” 
could use any roadsinthe Parkin spite of the 
Park Commissioners. 

The Governor, by his questions, seemed to lean 
toward the view presented by Mr, Scott. 


THE BLOCK SYSTEM. 

The block system of indexing real estate was 
the subject of an hour’s discussion, in which the 
Governor manifested much interest. The Regis- 
ter of New-York seems to be the only individual 


in that large town who is really opposed to the 
Howe bill embodying thissystem. At allevents 
he was its only opponent, and he was represent- 
ed by John H. Strahan, who. as usual, split hairs 
and found the defects which lawyers must tind 
who are hired by the year. He pointed out what 
seems to be inaccuracies in engrossing the bill, 
and upon these proceeded to build a vart of his 
case. The errors do not appear on their face to 
be vital. E. B..Hinsdale, who favors the bill, as- 
sured the Governor that he had made a perfect 
copy of his bill originally, and he could not un- 
derstand how the errors occurred. Mr. Strahan 
criticised the method of appointing the extra 
clerks who will be needed if the bill becomes a 
Jaw. The Mayor would aid the Register in se- 
lecting them, but there his responsibilities 
would cease. If Mr. Strahan’s argument upon 
this point meant anything it meant that Register 
Slevins and his Tammany friends object to hav- 
ing such a slice of patronage as from 30 to 40 
clerks being distributed by anybody but a mem- 
ber of the Tammany organization. 

Thomas E. Rochefort, the Secretary of the 
Block Association, so called, submitted to the 
Governor letters in favor of the block system 
Signed by Fredcvic R. Coudert, Orlando B. Pot- 
ter, Prof. Theodore W. Dwight, and Aaron J. 
Vanderpoel. Dwight H. Olmstead and Henry 
A. Clinton closed the argument in favor of the 
bill by showing the advantages of the block 
over the lot system. Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Scott said this about the bill: ‘The ex- 
pense of introducing this system will be about 
$150,000, but the city authorities believe the 
money would not be illy spent provided there 
are no other objections to be found to the meas- 
ure.’ 


The Electric Subway Commission yesterday 
signed a new contract With the Consolidated 
Telegraph and Electrical Subway Company. 
This was done under the bill récently enacted, 
and whichis now ‘awaiting the Governor’s sig- 
nature. 

Cold weather and the décision of Judge Van 
Hoesen, of the Common Pleas Court, Special 
Term, rendered Jan. 24 last, have been given all 


along as excuses by the company for failing to 
proceed with the construction of their subway 
and the burying of the wires, The cold weather 
part having disappeared, the decision remained 
the only obstacle. It was rendered upon a 
motion for an injunction made by the Electric 
Subway Commission, who wanted to restrain 
the New-York Underground Telegraph Company 
from laying their wires. Judge Van Hoesen not 
only refused the injunction, but, going outside 
the question immediately before him, as ia al- 
leged by the counsel of the commission, decided 
that the commission had exceeded its authority 
in making the contract with the Consolidated 
Telegraph and Electrical Subway Company, 
thus, in effect, judicially annulling that contract. 
All work upon the subways ceased at once, and 
the Commissioners addressed themselves to the 
Legislature for relief. 

A bill was passed reconstructing the com- 
mission, adding the Mayor to its membership, 
and limiting its existence to three years. The 
bill also provided that the company should be 
considéred an independent contracting party, 
and not the servant of the Sunway Com- 
mission. But its most important new feat- 
ure was @ provision that at any time 
after Jan. 1, 1897, the company should seil 
out ita plant and franchise, upon demand, to the 
city for cost and 10 per cent. per annum profit 
less whatever profit the company had in the 
meantime received. Tho new bill also provides 
that any surplus earnings over 10 per cent. per 
annum shall be paid into the City Treasury. 

If the Governor signs the bill the new con- 
tract will go into immediate effect, and Com- 
missioner Gibbens says that every electric wire 
in New-York City will, inside of three years, be 
under ground. [f, however, be should fail or re- 
fuse to sign it, work upon the subways will be 
suspended until the decision by the General 
Term of the appeal from Judge Van Hoesen’s 
decision. ' 

Besides the Consolidated Telegraph and 
Electrical Subway Company the New-York 
Underground Telegraph and Electric Lines 
Companies claim the right of laying subter- 
ranean conduits. C. A. Hess, attorney for the 
commission, yesterday said that if the bill did 
not becomea law a long siege of litigation would 
ensue, in order to determine the exact powers of 
the commission and rights of the various con- 
struction companies, before any work upon the 
subways would be resumed. 
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EVERY ANSWERED. 
ASSEMBLY  FORTY-NINE’S CIRCULAR 
TAKEN UP ITEM BY ITEM. 


The General Executive Board of the 
Kinghts of Labor has been looking all around in 
search of excuses for its action in expelling the 
ten thousand and odd Knights in District Assem- 
bly No. 126. Inacircutar to the public the board 
claims that it has taken up the cause of Knights 
whom No. 126 expelled from the order: that the 
last strike of No. 126 at Higgin’s factory was 


illegal; that the officers of No. 126 had brought 
about a reduction of the wages; that John Mor- 
rison, the Master Workman of No. 126, was a 
walking delegate, and winding up with the an- 
nouncement that there is a great deal more evi- 
dence forthcoming. 

Morrison, in conversation upon the subject 
yesterday, said that the members of the General 
Executive Board will have to manufacture a 
great deal more evidence. The men who had 
been expelled by No. 126 were conspirators who 
had tried to create dissensions in the ranks of 
No. 126, they themselves being attached to No. 
49, and although No. 126 had a right by virtue 
of its contract with the firm to have these 
people discharged, yet it bore with them from 
January until March. During this period these 
people had occasioned to their fellow operatives 
of No. 126 a loss of $30,000 in wages. 

As to the charge that the officers of No. 126 
had effected a reduction of wages, Morrison de- 
clared that the district assembly had ordered 
the last great strike because the firm had or- 
dered a reduction of 1O per cent. in wages. A 
compromise was effected on the basis of a reduc- 
tion of 5 percent, This was the reduction that 
the General Executive Board said the officers of 
No. 126 had effected. 

The reason given for declaring the strike 
illegal, becanse no notice was posted at the fac- 
tory, was overthrown by the fact that the recn- 
lar committee had transmitted the notice to the 
employes, and the latter had all voted in favor 
of a strike. 

Morrison said he was not a walking delegate, 
but a representative of the operatives, and was 
paid only $2 85 per day. When he worked in 
the factory he got $3 for 10 hours, whereas now 
he worked 17 hours a day. 


VESTIBULE CARS IN USE. 
eee 
AN INGENIOUS DEVICE ADOPTED BY THE 
PULLMAN COMPANY. 

The Pullman Car Company’s latest acqui- 
sition is a train of vestibule cars for use on the 
New-York and Chicago limited express on the 
Pennsylvania Road. By means of a vestibule 
arrangement between the cars the whole train 
can be traversed without going outside. The 
vestibule is an oblong tunnel occupying the 
greater portion of each platform. The ingenious 
part about it is the way a weather-tight connec- 
tion between the cars is Made. 

A steel frame is kept distended by rubber 
springs attop and bottom. When two cars hay- 
ing this arrangement come together the frame is 
eompressed, which tends to keep it air tight, 
and the springs are fiexible enough to permit 
further compression on one side than on the other 
when the train is passing round curves. Apart 
from the vestibule connections the cars are of 
ordinary coustruction, but artistically beautiful 
in finish. ‘ 

The “new idea,” according to an old railroad 
man, appears to be composed of several old ones 
that were applied some 30 or 40 years ago to 
cars of the Camden and Amboy Railroad, the 
space between the cars being cloSed. 

The Boston Commercial Club, which has been 
the guest of the Chicago Club, came through on 
a train equipped with the new vestibule cars on 
Monday. Beginning this morning they are to 
be run regularly over the Pennsylvania line 
from Jersey City. The cars are lighted by elec- 
tricity from storage batteries manufactured by 
the Blectrical Accurmmulator Company, of New- 
York, of which Theodore N. Vail is VPresident. 
The entire Pullman service on the Pennsylvania 
Road is to be equipped with electric lights in 
this way within the next month, and the im- 
provement is to be gradually made in the entire

ENJOYING YACHTING 

BRISK WIND. 

A LITTLE TOO BREEZY FOR THE COM- 

FORT OF THE ATLANTIC YACHT 
CLUB’S FAIR GUESTS. 


One of the most delightful customs among 
local yachtsmen is the annual ladies’ day regatta 
of the Atlantic Yacht Club. Then all the wives 
and sisters and other fellows’ sisters attached to 
the club assemble at the confortabJe house over- 
looking the Bay, at Bay Ridge, and see alittle 
regatta arranged especially for their benefit and 
sailed over a course that is visible from start to 
finish from the clubhouse veranda, 

This pleasant affair took place yesterday and 
the membersof the Atlantic Yacht Club en- 
joyed themselves thoroughly. All the yachts of 
the club were considered as entered for the con- 
test and there was an excellent fleet of starters. 
The course was from an imaginary line between 
a mark buoy and the breakwater at the westerly 
end of the club basin, to and around Buoy 18, 
off Owl’s Head, thence to and around a stake- 


boat off Tompkinsville, thence around another 
mark off the mouth of the Kill von Kull, thence 
to a point near Bedlow’s Island, and back to the 
starting line, a distance of eight miles. 

Each yacht was permitted to carry ladies, the 
number being limited to one for each five feet of 
water line length. This limit was fixed to pre- 
vent the crowding of the yachts so as to inter- 
fere with their safe handling. The carrying of 
balloon sails was also prohibited. They were 
not needed yesterday by any of the smaller 
vessels, for it was not just the sortof a day that 
would have been picked out for a ladies’ regatta. 
The day broke with a fresh breeze from the 
southeast, which increased in strength with 
every hour. In the afternoon it was what most 
ot the ladies considered a young blizzard, 
and even the yachtsmen; were forced to 
admit that it was a very respectable 
captul of wind. One young gentleman said he 
did not believe it had ever blown any harder in 
the Upper Bay. Certainly it made things very 
lively for the ladies, and on the smaller boats 
every one of them was glad toexchange her bon- 
net for a sou’wester and to put an oilskin coat 
over her dress. The yachts in the lower classes 
wentat it with housed topwasts,reefed or double- 
reefed mainsails, and bob jibs. The larger sloops 
cairied mainsails and jibs, and some of them 
also their staysails, while the schooners carried 
three lower sails,and even then the Vidette, 
came in with her feresail furled and the Agnes 
with her mainsailin. 

The Atlantic was the pride of the flect, and 
she went over the course in a manner that must 
have delighted the ladies aboard her. The Gray- 
ling turned out for this spin, though she is not 
racing this year, and showed the schooners the 
way around the Bay. The sloop Rover, thouzh 
not first in her class, knocked out her ancient 
foe, the Enterprise, because the latter’s boat was 
forced under water and torn out of the cavits. 
The Gracie, without her topmast, which she lost 
in Saturday’s regatta, was in fine trim, but 
made a mistake about crossing the line and 
was left out. The Shamrock showed the 
Fanny the way and pleasea her admir- 
ers. Knock-downs were frequent, and the 
racing sloop Athlon got one at the finish which 
nearly showed the color of her keel. The At- 
lantic sailed the eight miles in 37:43, the Gray- 
ling in 41-57, and the Shamrock in 2 seconds 
less. The speed of the vessels over the course 
is accounted for by the fact that the race was 
made without any windward work. Each lady 
who sailed on-a winuing yacht will receive a 
handsome prize. Those who did not sail sat on 
the clubhouse terrace and saw all the fun, while 
a brass band played. Asupper was served after 
the race, and last night there was a generous 
display of fireworks and @ general illumination 
of the yachts.

MR. GERRY THINKS THEY ARE TOO 


YOUNG FOR THE STAGE. 

At the instance of Elbridge T. Gerry, 
President of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, Justice O'Reilly, sitting at 
the Jefferson Market Police Court, yesterday 
granted a summons for Thomas Maguire, whvse 
company of Japanese acrobats is now performing 
at the Standard Theatre under the management 
of John R. Marshall. The complaint was that 
Maguire allowed children of tender years to per- 


form dangerous acts on the stage in violation of 
law. 


Complaint reached Mr. Gerry of the dangerous 
work exacted from these children, and he wit- 
nessed the first performance of the company, ac- 


pat tc ouges by Agents Knoll and Barkley. Four 
children performed, and Maguire was immedi- 
ately informed that he was violating the law; 
that he would be liable to arrest and imprison- 
mentif he persisted in allowing the children ‘to 
appear. Two ui the children were at once with- 
drawn, as it was unquestioned that they were 
too’ young to take part in the performances. 
There was a question as to two of the boys, 
Soto Kichiand Luna Kichi, who do not appear 
to be more than 14 or 15 years old. They arein 
charge of Malsanawa Unakichi. Mr. Maguire 
insisted that these boys were both over 16 years 
old, and therefore beyond the control of Mr. 
Gerry’s society. Hence Mr. Gerry’s appeal to 
Justice O’ Reilly. 

At the- examination yesterday afternoon 
Messrs, Maguire and Marshall and the four boys 
were present. Mr. Jobn D. Townsend anpeared 
on their behalf and insisted that two of the lads 
were beyond the age at which Mr. Gerry could 
interfere. 

Dr. John 8. Hawley. of the New-York Hospital, 
testified that he had made a physical examina- 
tion of the boys. It was his opinion that Luna 
Kichi was probably 16 or over, but Soto Kichi 
was between 14 and 15. 

The prosecution therefore abandoned the 
charge as against Luna, but insisted that Soto 
should not be permitted to appear. 

On behalf of the defense Dr. R. A. Caldwell 
and Thomas M. Lees testified that they had also 
examined the boys and gave it as their opinion 
that both the lads were over 16. They said that 
Soto was older than Luna, and that if, as 
conceded by the prosecution, Luna was over 16, 
than Soto was 18. 

John R. Marshall, who brought the troupe from 
Yokohama last June, exhibited the ‘contract he 
had made with their parents, but the ages of the 
children did not appear in the document. At 
the suggestion of Mr. Gerry Justice O’Reilly 
named Prof. Newton Schaffer as an expert to 
examine the boy Soto Kichi and report to the 
court as to his age. The hearing was adjourned 
until this afternoon. The court refused to per- 
mit — Kichi to appear until the case is de- 
cided. 

Soto Kichi went through his ‘“ wonderful rope 
act” as usual at the Standard Theatre last night. 
Luna Kichi also did everyihing that he did Mon- 
day night, with the exception of singing and 
dancing, in which Mr. Gerry would not allow 
him to indulge.

Four new Police Captains were given their 
shields at Police Headquarters yesterday. They 
are Edward Slevin, who was assigned to the 
Twelfth Precinct; Josiah A. Westervelt, assigned 
to the Grand Central Station; Thomas Reilly, 
sent to the City Hall command, and Philip Cas- 
siay, who will have charge of the Morrisania 
district. 

President French appointed Slevin. Commis- 
sioner Porter selected Cassidy, who was at the 
bottom of the ‘eligible’ list, and who ousted 
Sergt.

NESSES CONTRADICT HIM. - 

The death of George Farrish at the insane 
asylum on Ward’s Island has opened up a broad 
and deep line of investigation. Coroner Levy, 
appreciating his responsibility in the matter, 
fhas determined to prolong the inquiry, in the 
hope of definitely proving or disproving the 
eharge made by the man’s friends that he was 
practically murdered by the attendants. There 
is an apparent disposition on the part of the 
officials in charge of the asylum not to assist the 
investigation. Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Wellman says that the Commissioners of Char- 
ities and Correction have directed him to throw 
all the light possible on the inuer workings of 
the asylum, but at the Coroners’ office he is 
flanked by the Ward’s Island medical and super- 
visory staff, and constantly consults with the 
accused keepers. 

The developments in the case yesterday after- 
noon were interesting. Patrick Cleary, one of the 
attendants charged with crushing in Farrish’s 
ribs, told his story to the jury. He was uneasy and 
nervous on the stand, especially while Mr. 
Byrne was oe Arey BAT examination. I 





have been on the Island,” he said, 11 months, 
and am anu attendant inj Ward 19. Farrish 
was in my charge to some extent prior to his 
death. We never had any altereations. On 
April 8 I saw him in the dining room with Kearn 
and McCue, the attendants. ,He was striking 
and backing away. and 7 were trying to get 
hold of him. I went around to help them, and 
when I had locked the door and turned toward 
them again Farrish was down and Kearn and 
McCue were holding him. McCue was at his 
feet and Kearn ana Attendant Clitford were hold- 
ing his arms.” 

"While the witness was saying this Kearn, 
Clifford, and ex-Attendant Mitchell were having 
a war of words on the back seats in the room. 
This fact was not made known to the Coroner 
until half an hour or more later. 

“Ttold Kearn tolet go,” continued Cleary, ‘and 
when he did so I seized Farrish by the arms and 

reased them back over his head. He struggled 
from three to five minutes. § We heiped him 
up and McCue took him _ to the washroom. onr- 
ford assisted me in holding the patient’s arms 
‘and shoulders. We did not use more violence 
than was necessary. The patient did not get the 
ent over the eye then; that came from a blow by 
a patient named Rusb. [saw Farrish in the din- 
ing room at breakfast afier the struggle. He 
entered unattended and did not complain. I 
can’t say that he ate anything. After breakfast 
I saw him walking in the ward. He was in the 
ward at 11 o’ciock. I don’t remember what he 
was doing. He did not complain of pain.” 

The patient was stricken down ill that after- 
noon and died in 48 hours. Two attending phy- 
sicians at the hospital testified that two of his 
ribs were broken. The autopsy showed a dozen 
distinct fractures. : : 

On cross-examination, if there is such a thing 
at a Coroner's inquest, Cleary, in reply to Mr. 
Byrne, said: “I had some conversation with 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Wellman in this 
room to-day. He spoke to me a while ago. No- 
body has visited me since my arrest to talk with 
me avout the case. I was doing some private 
nursing before Ii went to Ward's Island. 
Y was in the Chambers-Street Hospital for 
10 days at a_ stretch, I was once 
in the Presbyterian Hospital. T remember quite 
distinctly what occurred April 8. It was about 
6:30in the morning when I first saw Farrish. 
Hewasinthe pantry. Clifford told me the pa- 
tient was there, and I went to help get him out. 
T was not asked to go snd no whistle was blown. 
Kearn and McCue reached the pantry before I 
did, as I went around by Ward 18. Farrish had 
entered by Ward19 and closed the door. It 
took me from three to five minutes to go round, 
and by that time they had forced the door open. 
I don’t know what they did with the patient be- 
fore my arrival.” ; 

“Did you see McCue with his knee or knees 
on Farrish’s chest, clutching him by the throat 
and pounding his head agaist the floor ?” 

“TI did not.” 

* Will you swear it ?” ? / 

“TJ will swear that I didnot see him. You see, 
it took me a few seconds to lock the door after 
me, and I don’t know what happened then, as I 
was not looking. WhenI turved around Farrish 


. wasdown. How he got down I don’t know.” 


“Did you hear Mitchell testify that he saw 

ou holding Farrish down; that bicod was gush- 
ng from the patient’s mouth, and that he wiped 
up the blood on the floor afterward ?” 

“T did.” 

“‘ Was that true ?”’ 

“IT don’t know.” 1 

“Has Mitchell any animosity against you and 
McCue ?” 

“Not that I know of. [once reproached him 
for not remaining in the wash room, as it was 
his duty to do. This was in March. He may 
have hard feelings against me, but I have none 
against him.” 

* When did Farrish get that cutover theeye?” 

“On March 15, I think, in that fuss with 
Rush.” ey 

* And it was April 8 when you, McCue, Kearn, 
and Clifford had the struggie with him ?” 

“It was.” 

“How do you explain the fact that the doctor 
who made the post-mortem fuund that cut over 
the eye a fresh one ?” 

“It might have been made on March 20.” 

“Tt was not a very fresh wound, was it?” 

** No, not very.” 

“Then the wound Farrish receive! March 20 
from the patient Rush could not have been the 
og 3 one discovered at the autopsy last Satur- 

ay 

“It might have been.” 

The witness was asked if he ever saw Farrish 
struck by anybody else in theasylum. ‘“ [saw 
erat knock him down on April 5,” was the 
reply. 

Witness could not acconnt for the fact that 
Farrish bad uine ribs broken. He would swear 
that nobody touched the prostrate patient’s 
breast on April & and that no unnecessary 
force was used. He testitied, however, that 
after the struggie Farrish had to be raised up 
and that in his cell subsequently he was given a 
manonenane injection. 

Sleary told the jury that he was gentle and 
kind, and never swore. Anybody who said he 
Was profane on April 8 lied. He knew a patient 
by the name of Brown, who was in the ward 
thatday. The witness did not make use of an 
expression to the effect: ‘I conldn’t help it; I 
Was compelled to use violence.” He did not see 
McCue go to Farrish’s cell. On April 10 Dr, 
Hilditch requested the attendants to write out 
statements of the trouble with Farrish. 

“Do you make a written statement every 
day?” 

“No; only when there are fights or quarrels, 
and a patient is hurt.” 

“Then you consider that the struggle with 
Farrish was in the nature of a fracas.” 

“No, but Hilditch told me Farrish Was 
bruised.” 

‘McCue made a statement the same day?” 

“IT believe so.” 

“Isit customary for the doctors to demand 
atatements?”’ 

“They often do it.” 

** Are you not requested to make a statement 
whenever an assault iscommitted ora complaint 
of one made?” 

“* We are.” 

“Don’t you consider that Farrish was assault- 
éd on April & ?” 

“Not to my knowledge.” 

The Ward Island Hospital doctors gave out 
that Farrish was accidentally knocked down by 
the attendants who forced open the door. Cleary 
could not confirm or deny this. 

“I was never arrested before,” the witness 
said, in reply to Mr. Wellman. 

“You are not an ex-convict from Sing Sing, 
like Mitcheil?”’ 

“No, Sir.” 

The Assistant Corporation Counsel then elicit- 
ed a flat contradiction of Mitchell’s criminating 
testimony. ‘* On April &,” said Cleary, ** Mitch- 
ell was not present, or where he could see the 
struggie with Farrish. At the time I was hold- 
ing the patient I kept looking from him out into 
the ward to see that other patients did not at- 
tack me. If Mitchell had been in sightI would 
have seen him.” 

* You had about all you could do to hold Far- 
rish, didu’t you?’ asked Mr. Byrne. 

“JT guess [ did,” 

“ And yet you kept a lookout for otber pa- 
tients?” 

“ Yes, we have to watch all the time.” 

Cleary declared that Mitchell was guuty of 
erjury. They met at breakfast on April 8, and 
litchell aid not say w word about the affair. 

James H. Carlin, a reporter, made a statement 
on the witness stand that seriously compromised 
Kearn. “Hetold mea week ago,” said Carlin, 
“*thathesaw McCue and Cleary kneeling on 
Farrish’s breast and pounding him so unmerci- 
fully thathe (Kearn) begged them to ‘let up.’ 
This was on April 8. Subsequently Kearn made 
&second protest and MeCue, using a vile epi- 
thet, exclaimed vehemently, ‘If you don’t keep 
still we’lldo you up too.’ Lasked lim to make 
aflidavit to those facts, but he said be could not, 
ashe was employed st the asylum and his life 

would not be safe. He promised to teli the 
truth if the proper questions were asked him at 
the inquest. Kearn did not testify to the facts 
as given in the interview.” 

Kearn was in court and shifted about uneasily 
at this evidence. 

Walter H. Turner, another reporter, 2lso testt- 
fied to aninterview with Kearn. His statement 
corroborated the previous witness. ‘I asked 
him,” said the witness, ‘‘ why he remained at the 
asylum to witness the horrors he described. He 
told me he was gomg to leave when hoe got an- 
other place.” 

Both Carlin and Turner gaye the names of 
others who were present at the interviews re- 
ported. 

This revelation about Kearn brought Aassist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Wellman to his feet. 
“If Kearn has made two atateme ts he ought 





to}zo to the Grand Jury, and I shall see that he 
does.” 
The Coroner recalled Kearn, who was almost 


ecared out of his wits. You stated yesterday 
under oath,” said the Coroner, * that you did 
not see Cleary and McCune knceling on “Farrish 
and abusing him. Now, here are two wituess 
who testify that you made @ statement to the 














which shows that you perjured yourself. ‘5 it 
true that you saw the prisoners use violence 
and kneel upon Farrish while he was down?” . 

The witness declared solemnly that he had told 
the truth and nothing but the truth. It was not 
true that he saw Farris abused, and he did not 
— the statement to the reporters they testi- 

0. 

At this the Coroner suddenly plunged into a 
brown study, while the jurors looked at each 
other with amazement depicted on their faces. 
The two reporters seemed astounded at the con- 
tradiction. Then followed the climax to the 
ecene pe oo took place in the back part of the 
room while Cleary was on the stand. Kearn 
charged that Clifford had used threatening and 
abusive language in the court room, 

“When Cleary swore that I held Farrish,” said 
Kearn, “he told a lie, and I made a remark 
while he was on the stand that the statement 
was untrue. Clifford overheard me anda called 
mo abadnameand said I was as bad as Mitch- 
ell, and that we ought to be put in a cage and 
drowned in the East River.” 

The Coroner called pe 7 Clifford, who came for- 
ward pale and trembling. He denied that he 
had abused or threatened Kearn. Then Mitch- 


ell jumped up and wanted to make a 
statement, but he was not  permit- 
ted to do so. Crimination and _ recrim- 


ination were indulged in by the attendants 
until even the doctors of the asylum were dis- 
sted with the exhibition. Kearn was finally 
ismissed-after the fact had been adduced that 
he had been a bartender prior to his engagement 
to take care of patients on Ward’s Island, and 
was in the habit of ‘taking a drink the same as 
anybody.” He said that the Farrish incident of 
April 8 was like a dream, and that he had been 
called an old woman by Clifford. 

“T wan} to recall Carling,” said Mr. Wellman. 
“Tf Kearn bas not told the truth I want him 
followed up for perjury.” 

The reporter was recalled and repeated his 
former statement, adding that he was positive 
as to the words used by Kearn, Then the inter- 
view with Kearn was confirmed by Earnest J. 
Brown, of 254 West Fifteenth-street. He is a 
young man who has been a clerk in this city for 
six or seven years. He claims to have been un- 

ustly committed to the insane asylum on 

Jard’s (sland, and has begun legal proceedings 
against the Commissioners of Charities and Cor- 
rection for detention in the institution. He was 
rescued by a writ of habeas corpus. He was 
confined in the asylum two months ana three 
weeks. 

“TI knew Farrish,” said Brown, ‘and he was 
like a great big baby. He labored under a de- 
lusion that he owned everything. I did not see 
the assault on April 8, but helped scrub out the 
blood stains. Farrish was a harmless patient 
aud would not hurt the smallest man.” 

The witness described a number of scenes in 
the asylum in which Farrish participated, to 
show that he was nota violent patient. He af- 
firmed that there were many persons detained in 
the asylum who are perfectly sane but can’t get 
out because they have neither money or friends. 
Brown had been told by Kearn that Farrish 
got a “sweetner”’ from McCue, and that he 
(Kearn) had plead for the unfortunate man’s 
life. On the morning of April 8 witness saw 
Farrish at breakfast. He did not eat anything 
and opt one hand pressed to his side, as if in 
pain. atients named McDonald and Anderson 
said that. Farrish had recetveda beating. Tar- 
rish was put to sleepin his celion April 8 by a 
hypodermic injection of morphine, and when he 
awoke McCue handled the patient roughly. 
Subsequently McCue said: * I couldn’t help it; 
itis just my luck after eating meat and drinking 
milk on Good Friday.” 

Brown testified that heoncesaw McCue dig his 
knee into a patient’s ribs, and at another time 
the attendant abused a youth because he would 
not sitdown. The fact was the patient could 
not bend his limbs he was so stiff. 

Mr. Weliman asked Brown if he did not have 
a grievance against the asylum. 

*T have not,” wus the reply. 
justice as an American citizen.” 

Mitchell was recalled and reiterated his 
statement of the proceeding on April 8, in 
which McCue and Cleary were the principals. 
In addition the witness said that when he went 
to the asylum as an attendant he was not ex- 
amined as to bis record. 

Brown was recalled long enough to say that 
he overheard Kearn state that he could not 
make a voluntary statement of the Farrish case, 
for his life would not be safe on the Island. 

Coroner Levy, in adjourning the case until this 
afternoon, said that in view of the latest devei- 
opments he desired tu examine other witnesses. 
A complete investigation, he said, was demard- 
ed, not by anybody, but by everybody. In 

justice to the relatives and friends of Farrish, in 
justice to the officials of the great institution on 
Ward’s Island, and in justice to the public, he 
meant to siff the case to the bottom. 

Mr. Wellman said ne represented the Commis- 
sioners of Charities and Correction, and if there 
was anything wrong in the asylum they were as 
anxious to know it as he or the Coroner was. 
He wished it distinctly understood that he was 
notypresent to protect any individual or any in-

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION WANTS A 


LARGE APPROPRIATION, 

The Brooklyn Board of Education wants 
$2,036,119 to carry on its work during the pres- 
ent year, and this demand was the subject of an 
hour’s discussion in the Board of Estimate 
yesterday. It is an increase of more than 
$500,000 over the appropriation for last year 
but President Payne could not see yesterday 
where any retrenchmet could be made. The in- 


crease was, for the most part, in teachers’ sala- 
ries and new schoolhouses. The item of $80,000 
tor free books struck Supervisor at Large Quin- 
tard as a piece of extravagance almost equal to 
that of $725,000 for new schools. This latter 
sum would not be sufficient, President Payne 
thought, but his associates in the Board of Edu- 
cation differed with him. 

On this subject Mayor Whitney had something 
to say which was to the effect that this immense 
sum should be used eutirely for the purposes of 
primary schools. He thought too much money 
was being spent on the grammar sehools and the 
higher studies, and in saying so he aroused 
Principal Harkness, of the Central Grammar 
School, who deprecated the fact that but one 
grammar school had been erected during the 
past year. 

Mr. Edward Curley, aresident of oneof the 
“new wards, created a little breeze by his criti- 
cisms of the accounts of the board and the salary 
of $5,000 paid to the Central Grammar School 
Principal. This big salary was paid, he said, at 
the expense of 200 little children running about 
the streets because there was no money to send 
them toaprimary school. It was not the first 
time Mr. Curley had harassed the Board of Edu- 
cation at their meetings and in the courts, and 
when he began to pointout places where ex- 
penses could be reduced the estimate was laid 
aside for future consideration. President Payne 
and Secretary Tallmadge replied sharply to Mr. 
Curley’s criticisms,and paid him the compli- 
ment of saying that he had compelled the board 
to do many things. 

RARE AND VALUABLE BOOKS. 
The sale of the Pene Du Bois library and 
art collection was continued yesterday. There 
were about 30 buyers, most of whom repre- 
sented city book dealers. Three or four bought 
for private collections, and among these was 


Sefior Salvador 8. Mendonca, the Brazilian Con- 
sulat this port. He invested heavily in auto- 
graphs, paying as high as $12 for the signature of 
Caulaincourt. An autograph letter of Anneof Aus- 
tria, written to M. Frual, Seigneur la Turoliere, 
concerning her son,the young Louis XIV., was 
sold for $8. Vellum manuscripts brought very 
cood figures, the prices averaging from $75 to 
$150 for all except two. One of these, the “ Le- 
genda Sanctorum,” a fourteenth century manu- 
script in Latin, consisting of 756 pages of Gothic 
script, in black and red and illuminated with 
102 miniatures in colors heightened with gold, 
was purchased by Mr. Cable for $1,160.

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TO REMAIN IN AMERICA 


ASSISTED IMMIGRANIS NOT 
BARRED OUT AS SUCH. 
JUDGE BROWN DECIDING ._ THAT THE 
EMIGRATION COMMISSIONERS WENT 

OUTSIDE THE STATUTE, 

The Irish immigrants who came to this 
country on the City of; Chester, of the Inman 
Line, June 4, and were detained by the Commis- 
sioners of Emigration on the’ ground that their 
passage was paid by the British Government 
and that consequently they could not be per- 
mitted to land anywhere in the United States 
and must be returned to Ireland, trooped 








into the United States District Court, 
in the Post Office Building, yester- 
day, to have their rights finally settled 


by Judge Brown. There were 71 persons 80 de- 
tained, but only the men and women of the fam- 
ilies came into court. There were 13 of them, 
and they were brought down from Ward’s Island 
by officers. Back on the rear benches of the 
court room they satin awe and trembling. One 
black-haired woman bowed her head in her hand 


and seemed to be praying that she might be al- 
lowed to stay in America. A young man from 
Massachusetts kept near his mother and looked 
asif he would spring at any one who would try 
to take her from him. He had come down from 
a farm to take her to his home. 

Mr. Ward, of Biddle & Ward, appeared for the 
Inman Steamship Line, and thus indirectly for 
the immigrants. Mr. Rowley, of McMabon & 
Rowley, was there for the Emigration Commis- 
sioners. The matter came up on the application of 
Thady O'Sullivan and othera for a writ of habeas 
corpus for relief from the decision of the Com- 
missioners not to permit the several families to 
land. Some papers were handed up to Judge 
Brown and the lawyers wrangled for a long 
time about writs of habeas corpus and returns 
and answers and the method of traverse while 
the poor immigrants on the back benches looked 
on, befogged and perplexed by the technicalities. 

Mr. Ward contended that none of the detained 
persons were feeble, sick, old, or unable to take 
eare of themselves; that they are all’ bound. to 
destinations in the interior, where they have 
means to go and where they have friends or 
relatives who expect them, and who In most 
cases have actually provided employment for 
them, and who in some casesare able to give 
gvod security that they shall not become a pub- 
lic charge; that the Secretary of the Treasury 
has instructed the Commissioners of Emigration 
to accept security, but the Commissioners have 
declined todoso. It was also argued that the 
sole ground for detaining the tmmigrants 
was that their fares from. Ireland had 
been paid by the. British Government, and 
that no other subject than this bad been dis- 
cussed by the board at the meeting on June 9, 
when it was determined that .the families 
should not be allowed to land. Mr. Ward also 
said that the action of the board was inconsist- 
ent with ths views of Secretary Bayard, who, in 
a letter to Minister West, May 20, 1887, saidt 
“The provisions of law look to the actual condi- 
tion of each person, and are impartial in their 
operation.” 

Mr. Rowley answered that the Board of Com- 
missioners was vested with judicial power, and 
that its decision in such cases was final. Hav- 
ing made itand recorded it, its action ought. to 
stand. Mr. Ward objectedto thison the ground 
that the Commissioners had not found or fur- 
nished any facts to prove that the people were 
likely to become a charge upon the community. 
“They are by statute authorized,” argued Mr. 
Ward, ‘‘ to refuse landing to persons in four cat- 
egories. These are, first, convicts; second, idiots; 
third, lunatics, and fourth, persons likely to be- 
come a public charge. Butin cases under each 
category _the .Commissioners must show the 
record. They must make out as a fact that an 
expectant immigrant is a convict, or anidiotora 
lunatic. Now, none of these persons is feeble, or 
old, or unable to work; none has ever beenin a 
poorhouse. They are not paupeérs, but crofters. 
And the only fact is that the British Govern- 
ment paid their fares.” 

Judge Brown said he wanted to hear some tes- 
timony. Superintendent Jackson, of Castle 
Garden, went to the stand. Hesaid the deter- 
mining question with the board was the fact that 
assistance had been given by a fvreign Govern- 
ment. 
cuss the condition of the prisoners at any other 
meeting; that they did not find any one p)hiysi- 
cally unable to care for bim or herself, and that 
the detained families came up to the averags in 
every respect except tinancial means. These, he 
said, consisted principally of the tickets to their 
destinations and the poorhouse drafis given 
them by the British Government. 

Emigration Commissioner Stevenson said that 
these persons were 100 per cent. above the 
average immigrants landed every day in intelli- 
gence and physical ability, but on the principle 
that America does not want families assisted to 
her cities and villages by England he voted to 
return the people in question. His vote was the 
deciding one. The board, he said, had not made 
any finding thatany one of the lot was unable 
to take care of himself or herself, and the min- 
utes would not show such an entry. Commis- 
sioners Olwell and Starr gave somewhat similar 
testimony. Mr. Starr said Commissioner Tain- 
tor made the only examination personally made 
by any Commissioner. 

Judge Brown then decided the matter. He 
said: ““Lhaveno doubt that it is competent on 
a writ of habeas corpus to inquire into the pro- 
ceedings of the Commissioners to determine how 
they have made their findings, whether accord- 
ing to statute or not. I think there can be no 
question considered by them except those ex- 
pressed in the statute. There must be a prohi- 
bition narrowly construed one way or the other. 
The Commissioners must find their objections 
under one of the four categories. If they find 
on a different question they go outside the stat- 
ute. I take it from the evidence that the 
board simply decided that they would 
not permit these people to land, and that 
they did this without finding that they 
were convicts, idiots, or lunatics, or that they 
were unable ts take care of themselves. Cne 
Commissioner made au examination, but the 
board as a board 7did not arrive at a finding un- 
der the statute. I must decide that so far the 
Commissiovers have not found facts to justify a 
refusal to land.

CONFIDENCE AGAIN RESTORED-—-AFFAIRS 
OF THE SUSPENDED FIRMS. 

The hopes of Monday that the crisis in 
coffee would not extend beyond that day were 
most happily realized in respect to yesterday’s 
dealings. Every house with outstanding con- 
tracts appeared at the Exchange before business 
opened. Mr. O’Donohue, Mr. Crossman, and 
members of the other houses who had saved the 
market Monday reached the scene of operations 
48 SOOD as any, ready to put out staying hands if 
the market showed a disposition to pursue its 


downward course, Their presence had a whole- 
some effect, reassuring the weak and inspiring 
general confidence. 

The immediate result of this feeling was shown 
at the first call, when 8-10 of a cent per pound 
advance on Monday’s closing price was bid for 
June coffee, while sellers demanded 2 cents 
advance. When trade fairly started compro- 
mises were made at lcent advance. Prices 
sagged somewhat inthe midale of the day, re- 
covering afterward, and closing firm and at as 
good tigures as were obtained atany time. On 
the first call 40,500 bags were sold; after the 
first call, 82.750 bags; on the second call, 250 
bags; after the secondeall, 87,500 bags; total for 
the day, 211,000 bags. Monday’s supporters in- 
creased their holdings materially, although the 
market was stroug enough most of the time to 
support itself. The aggregate would be consid- 
ered exceptionally large under ordinary circum- 
stances.

He went to Harrison and bought out a drug 
store there, paying for it with notes. A day or 
two before the notes became dueClarke de- 
camped. His mother subsequently paid the 
notes to save her son from prosecution. He 
made the acquaintance of Miss Mary 
&%. Hannibel in October, 1886, when she 
was working in a dressmaker’s establish- 
ment in this. city. He met her one 
evening while she was going through Union- 
square on her way home. He represented him- 
self as a practicing physician, having an office in 
Lexington-avenue. The couple were married at 
St. Mark’s Church, by the Rev. Mr. Herkins. 
He remained one week at his mothcr-in-law’s 
house, and then left without having paid his 
board. His wife subsequently received a letter 
from him from Everett asking her to join him. 
When she arrived there she heard of his previous 
marriage and at once returned to her mother. 

A warrant for Clarke’s arrest was issued, and 
ofticers from Brooklyn will be in court to-day to 
serveit. Clarke has returned the tricycle to 
Rogers & Co., and it is possible that the charge 
against him for uttering the worthless check 
Inay be withdrawn.

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MR. STICKNEY PROTESTS 


HE SAYS THE SHARP JURY 
IS BEING PACKED. 

JUDGE BARRETT CORRECTS HIM AND 
THEN ONE CHAIR IS FILLED AND 
ONE RATHER CURIOUSLY EMPTIED. 

The long and cautious preparations to 
discover whether Jacob Sharp really bribed the 

Aldermen or whether the Aldermen were struck 

by a lot of thousand-dollar bills which the wind 

blew in their unwilling faces continued as usual 
in the Court of Oyer and Terminer yesterday. 
Mr. Stickney rose in response to a question by 
the prosecution put to Ciark R. Trumbull, an 
engraver, concerning his belief of the testimony 
of informers. He sald that while the defense 
had refrained from objections on many occasions 
during the trial when objections would reason- 
ably lie, he felt the necessity of stating that 
there was no authority for the kind of examina- 
tion to which the witness was being subjected. 

“The result of such a style of inquiry could only, 

through its disclosure of the kind of evidence 

the prosecution proposed to adduce, result 
in a packed jury. He had no intention 


of implying anything against the prosecu- 
tion or the jurymen, but he submitted that 
it could have no other effect. Under the ruling 
of the court all men who had ot Bh yew against 
the testimony of informers—and all respectable 
men had such a ena debarred from 
aseatin the box, early every man in the box 
had confessed to an impression which was 
against the defendant. Hehad every confidence 
in the jurors as chosen, but ho desired to most 
strenuously object to the line of the examina- 
tions. Mr. Stickney’s remarks were quite warm 
and clearly audible. 

Mr. Nicoll rested calmly on the previously 
stated position of the court, and said no more 
than was necessary to convey that idea. 

Judge Barrett ventured quietly to the effect 
that Mr. Stickney had parted company with a 
chestnut. The defense, however, had mis- 

uoted the court,and he must take notice of 
that. Jurors had not been excluded on the 
ground that they had a prejudice against State’s 
evidence, but, on the contrary, only when they 
would not consider it or would not believe it 
under any circumstances. 

Mr. Stickney had tried to quote the court cor- 
rectly, he said. If he had failed, dark despair 
was his. 

The court, not to be outdone in politeness, de- 
clared that he intended no reflections on counsel, 
and then proceeded to state at length his ruling, 

reviously stated and published, on the point at 

ssue. Amicable relations were thus restored, 
the white dove of peace descended on the court 
room and laid a candy egg in the Judge’s cano- 
py, and the trial went on. 

Ira D. Warren strolled into court and was so 
moved at the peaceful scene that he went over 
in the corner and took the attitude of a man who 
holds relations with the muses. The sacred in- 
terview resulted in four lines which took a jour- 
ney around the court. They are: 

“There is no case, however well defended, 
But has one vacant chair;

All these facts astold were 
concealed, however, by the inevitable whisper, 
There has been a great deal of whispering in the 
trial. Perhaps if the prosecution fail to convict 
Jacob Sharp the people will conclude that en- 
tirely too much has been hidden, and will per- 
haps audibly remark that Mr. Martine and his 
assistants are not individuals but merely repre- 
sentatives in the case.

TESTING AN EXCHANGE RULE. 

George H. Stonebridge, as Receiver of the 
stock brokerage firm of Edward C. Fox & Co., 
has obtained from Judge Dugro, of the Superior 
Court, an injunction restraining President 
James D. Smith and the other Governors of the 
Stock Exchange from disposing of the proceeds 
of the sale of the seat which Mr. Fox held in the 
Stock Exchange at the time of his failure. By 
the rules of the Exchange, when a member fails 
his seat is sold and the proceeds devoted to pay- 
ing such of his fellow-members as he may owe. 
In Mr. Fox’s case his seat brought $29,000, and 
he was indebted to members of the Exchange 
about $24,000, It has long been a question in 
Wall-street whether this and other rules of the

ONE WAS INCENDIARY AND PERHAPS 
THE OTHER TWO. 

Of three large fires, each causing heavy 
loss, which have taken place within a month in. 
Brooklyn and New-York, the origin of two is un- 
known, In each instance the property de- 
stroyed was owned by companies which have 
had recent troubles with employes. 

The burning of the Belt Line stables, in Tenth- 
avenue, was the first of the three big conflagra- 
tions. In this case the fire started, or is sup- 
posed to have started, in the paint shop, but un- 
der what circumstances has not been learned.as 
yet. The Belt Line people have been annoyed 
by the demands of their employes ever since the 
big car drivers and conductors’ strike. Some of 
the men became angered at the company, and 
among the large number employed it would not 
be strangeif someof those who had been dis- 


charged and who had a “ grievance” knew mora 
— origin of that fire than they would like 
o tell. 

In Brooklyn the second big fireof the series 
occurred three weeks ago Sunday in Palmer’s 
Cooperage Works. There the incendiaries were 
found, made confessions, and now the two 
Johnston brothers are serving the first weeks of 
14 years in prison for arson. 

‘fhe celerity shown by the Brooklyn police on 
that occasion has been lacking in the case of the 
third big fire, that which destroyed the Have- 
meyer Sugar Refinery and caused the destruc- 
tion of nearly a million dollars worth of prop- 
erty. They seem to think there. is no reason to 
believe the fire was the work of incendiaries and 
are making no efferts to hunt up the guilty par- 
ties, of whose existence Mr. Havemeyeris con- 
fident. 

A peculiar circumstance in connection with 
this fire is thatit started near the signal alarm 
box in the building, so that when discovered the 
men were unable to get at this box for the pur- 
pose of calling the fire apparatus, and the alarm 
Was sent out by a policeman from another box 
at quite a distance. Another fact that points to 
an incendiary originis the feeling of the men 
against the Havemeyer Company, resulting 
from the strike of last Spring, when the men 

uit work after making an unsuccessful demand 

or more wages and shorter hours, The 
sugar refiners’ strike has not been for- 
gotten by the Brooklyn police, who camped 
out near the works for over two weeks, night 
and day, and were treated to showers of stones 
and pistol bullets more than once. The strikers 
were “a tough set,” in the words of the police 
who were on duty. The strike was unsuccessful 
and the men went back to work surly and 
angry. Since that time there have been fre- 
quent mutterings among the men, and expres- 
sions among a few of the worst class that if the 
buildings were destroyed they would not feel 
sorry. 

The Havemeyers who owned the refiney ‘also 
had a large interest in the Palmer Cooperage 
Wooks. This is a significant fact. They have no 
hesitation in saying that the fire was started by 
some dissatisfied persons or person. In spite of 
this the police do not seem to be doing anything.

The police of the Seventh Precinct also dishe- 
Neve the report that the bodies of any employes 
are in the ruins, although Frederick Wein and 
Lewis Wilker have been missing since the fire. 
Mrs. Wilker, @ sister-in-law of the missing man, 
calls at the station house every day to make in- 

uiries. She says Wilker had told her some of 
the men would like to see the retinery destroyed. 
Wiiker is, or was, a widower with one child, of 
whom heis very fond. He is not addicted to go- 
ing on sprees, though that is the police theory 
in his case. 

One of his fellow-workmen named Strasser 
said yesterday that Wilker was working in a box 
near him on the night of the fire, and that hesaw 
him only a short time before the flames burst 
forth. If Wilker escaped from the building he 
knows undoubtedly a good deal about its origin. 
His associates believe he was burned. The fire- 
nen do not think so, and are positive that no 
lives were lost. Fire Marshal Lewis is waiting 
for the ruins to cool down so that digging can 
proceed, when he will commence his investiga- 
tion as to the cause of the fire.
